Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14, 16-19, 21-24, 26-30, 32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a method of forming 
a silicon on insulator device substrate having the steps of applying heat to bond a second 
dielectric layer to a silicon carbide layer to form a SOI device, wherein the silicon carbide 
provides thermal dissipation for heat generated by a second semiconductor layer, or a FinFET 
body, or a MOSFET, and other steps in the claims.
